THE REVISED BIBLE IN ENGLAND. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette, May 16. 

WE received last night early copies of the new 
version of the Old Testament, and before com- 
Paring it with the Authorized Version we may 
give some additional calculations about the ma- 
‘trials of the Revised Bible, which will perhaps 
Se of interest: At the Oxford University’s own 
Paper mill, which is situated at Wolvercote, 
near Oxford, three hundred and seventy-five 
‘ons of rags have been consumed in making two 
hundred and fifty tons of paper for this issue of 
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the Revised Version. It would cover two and 
a quarter square miles. It would go round the 
world in a strip of six inches wide, or say, if the 
pages were laid open one after another, it would 
go round the world. The sheets piled in reams 
as they leave the mill would make a column ten 
times the height of St. Paul’s or folded into 
books before binding at least one hundred times 
the height. The copies which are being pre- 
pared by the Oxford University Press alone 
would, if piled flat one upon another, make a 
column more than fourteen miles high, or three 
hundred and seventy times the height of the 
monument. If piled end on end they would 
reach seventy-four miles high, or nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-three times the height of the 
monument. It is hardly possible to give an 
idea of the number of goats and sheep whose 
skins have been required for binding the copies, 
but it has been calculated that fifteen hundred 
and sixty goat skins have been used in binding 
the copies, which will be presented by the 
American Committee of Revision on the 2Ist : 
inst. A special act of Congress has been passed ‘ 
to admit these copies into the United States free 
of duty. . 
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REMOVAL OF GREASE SPOTS FROM 
BOOKS AND ENGRAVINGS. 


From the Paper and Printing Trades’ Fournail. 


GREASE spots, if old, may be removed by ap- 
plying a solution of varying strength of caustic 
potash upon the back of the leaf. The printing,

which looks somewhat faded after the removal ’ 
of the spot, may be freshened up by the applica- ) 
tion of a mixture of one part of muriatic acid & 
and twenty-five parts of water. In the case of ~ 
fresh grease spots, carbonate of potassa, (one e 
part to thirty parts of water,) chloroform, ether, rs 


or benzine, renders good service. Wax disap- 
pears if, after saturating with benzine or turpen- 
tine, it is covered with folded blotting paper, te 
and a hot flat-iron put upon it. Paraffine is 

removed by boiling water or hot spirits. Ink 

spots or rust yield to oxalic acid in combination 

with hot water ; chloride of gold or silver spots, 

to a weak solution of corrosive sublimate or 

cyanide of potassium. Sealing wax is dissolved 

by hot spirits, and then rubbed off with ossa 

sepia. Indian ink is slightly brushed over with 

oil, and after twelve hours saponified with sal- 

miac ; any particles of color still remaining must 

be removed with rubber. Blood stains disap- 

pear after the application for twenty minutes of 

chloride of lime ; the yellowish stain still remain- 

ing yields to a weak acid. Fresh spots of paste 

are removed with a moist sponge, older ones 

with hot water. Fusty stains of yellowish color 
surrounded with a darker line disappear if the 

paper is bathed in clean water to which some 

chloride of lime has been added. If they are 

found in bound books, linen damped in the 

same liquid is placed on both sides of the discol- 

ored leaves, while the latter are separated from eS i 
the other leaves by tinfoil. As soon as the o 
spots have disappeared, the linen and tinfoil are 4 
removed, the leaves placed between blotting eI 
paper, and the book is closed. If there are 
many fusty spots in the book, the binding is 
taken off, and the whole volume placed for a 
night in chloric water, The separated parts are 
then hung up to dry, and the book freshly 
bound. If the spots are large, and dotted with 
black points, tartaric acid is applied.

Rarely has any mercantile embarrassment stirred 
such interest and sympathy in this community 
as that of Messrs. Osgood & Co.; and it is rare 
in any community that an investigating commit- 
tee of creditors has indorsed so heartily the 
methods of a debtor firm, so absolutely ac- 
quitted it of any toolish or speculative transac- 
tion and so warmly commended the plans of its 
successors to encouragement and support. The 
general disposition of the creditors is most favor- 
able to the new firm, and the wish is widespread 
in the community, that, before many days, the 
formal adjustment may be made and the house 
of Ticknor & Co. begin a new career which shall 
more than parallel that which the founder of the 
business conducted. 





J. P. MORTON’S GIFT TO LOUISVILLE. 


Joun P. Morton, the well-known publisher 
and bookseller, went to Louisville a poor young 
man, and soon after his arrival there was taken 


dangerously ill, and suffered severely from lack | 
of means and friendlessness among strangers. | 


He resolved at that time that, should he ever attain 
prosperity, he would make provision for others 
that might be circumstanced as he was. 


This resolve has now shaped itself into a hand- | 


some five-story building that stands on Morton 
Ave., between Baxterand Barrett aves.,and is the 
first public monument erected for charitable pur- 
poses by a private citizen in Louisville, Ky. 
For four years this home for the sick, the help- 
less, and friendless has been building, and itis 
pronounced as complete in its appointments as 
any institution inthecountry. The corner-stone 
was laid by Bishop Dudley in 1881, and the 
house was quietly opened for the reception of in- 
mates on Thursday, May 28. The institution is 
planned to shelter old women and old men, 
young women out of employment, and to furnish 
hospital] treatment to the sick. The work is not 
sectarian, but catholic in its fullest and noblest 
meaning. Mr, Morton’s gift is designed for 
those only who are really worthy or suffering. 
He has provided the building, but it is not en- 
dowed, and the success of its management de- 
pends on the freewill offerings of the people of 
Louisville. Mr. Morton has done enough, and 
his fellow-citizens will doubtless take pride in 
the magnificent pift to their city, and come for- 
ward to make it possible to use the structure for 
the purposes for which it has been admirably 
planned and fitted out. 
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THE ‘“‘ON APPROVAL” SYSTEM IN 
GERMANY. f 


IT is a custom of the German booksellers to 
send parcels with new books “ on approval "’ to 
their customers, who return what they do not 
wish to keep, in longer or shorter periods, set- 
tling their accounts at stated times or at the close 
of the year. This custom has been in practice 
between a bookseller and a manufacturer at 
Worms, who was considered a very good cus- 
tomer, as he never returned any books sent to 
him. After the continuance of the practice for 
some years, the bookseller tendered his bill, and 
wanted to be paid for it ; but the good customer 
turned out to be a bad one, saying he had not 
ordered the books, did not want them, nor did 
he want to pay for them, and as the bookseller, 
who could not return them to their publishers, 
refused to take them back, and insisted on being 
paid, took the matter into court. The decision 
of the Court of First Instance not satisfying the 
plaintiff, a higher was resorted to, with the same 
result. The judgment given was to the effect 
that as there existed no law obliging any man to 
return books he had not ordered, he could not 
be held responsible for them, nor payment for 
them enforced upon him. The plaintiff had to 
bear the consequences, and his suit was dis- 
missed.
